Background: 


NEWS CORPORATION (NEWS CORP), a global media 
conglomerate, was founded in 1979 by current Chairman and Chief 
Executive Officer, Rupert Murdoch. NEWS CORP, a publicly 
traded company, is headquartered at 1211 Avenue of the 
Americas, New York, New York 10036. 


In July 2011, NEWS CORP was forced to shut down one of 
its subsidiary newspapers in the U.K., NEWS OF THE WORLD, amid 
allegations which first emerged in 2005, of phone hacking. 
Former reporters from NEWS OF THE WORLD say one of the 
techniques used by NEWS OF THE WORLD was "hacking" of telephone 
voice-mail systems in order to listen to messages. It is 
alleged that NEWS OF THE WORLD hacked into the phones of 
several high profile members of the British government, to 
include former Prime Minister Gordon Brown, the British Royal 
Family, family members of the victims of the July 2005 terror 
attacks in London, and the phone of a 13 year old British 
murder victim. 


On July 11, 2011, The Daily Mirror, a British 
newspaper, published an article entitled "Phone Hacking: 9/11 
Victims 'May Have Had Mobiles Tapped by News of the World 
Reporters'". According to this article, victims of the 
September 11th, 2001 terrorist attacks in the United States may 
have had their mobile phones "tapped" by NEWS OF THE WORLD 
reporters. 


Allegations of a questionable relationship between NEWS 
OF THE WORLD and the British police, including London's 
Metropolitan Police, also known as Scotland Yard emerged. 
According to The New York Times, Metropolitan Police said that 
in 2006, while investigating the phone hacking of the British 
Royal Family, it "was reluctant to conduct a wider inquiry in 
part because of its close relationship with NEWS OF THE WORLD." 
Further, it has been reported that the Metropolitan Police had 
chosen to notify only a small fraction of the hundreds of

victims of phone hacking, effectively shielding NEWS OF THE 
WORLD from civil law suits. 


In 2009, The Metropolitan Police hired a former NEWS OF 
THE WORLD executive editor, NEIL WALLIS, as a public relations 
consultant even though the police were under pressure at the 
time to reopen inquiries into the newspaper. WALLIS was paid 
£24,000 for a two-day a month consulting job. WALLIS was 
arrested for his role in the phone hacking scandal on July 14, 
2011. 


Additionally, relations between senior Metropolitan 
Police officials and NEWS OF THE WORLD senior executives have 
been under scrutiny. In 2006, while WALLIS was still employed 
at NEWS OF THE WORLD, he dined with senior Metropolitan Police 
officials around the same time that police were investigating 
NEWS OF THE WORLD for the phone hacking of the British Royal 
Family. According to the Financial Times, a British member of 
Parliament said "it feels as if the NEWS OF THE WORLD turned 
the Metropolitan Police into a partly owned subsidiary." 


House of Commons Hearings: 


Between March 29, 2011 and July 19, 2011, the British 
House of Commons Home Affairs Committee held a series of 
hearings on the allegations against NEWS CORP. On July 19, 
2011, they published a report on the investigation titled 
"Unauthorised tapping into or hacking of mobile 
communications". In the report they state: 


We are seriously concerned about the 
allegations of payments being made to the police by 
media, whether in cash, kind or the promise of future 
jobs. It is imperative that these are investigated as 
swiftly and thoroughly as possible, not only because 
this is the way that possible corruptions should always 
be treated but also because of the suspicion that such 
payments may have had an impact on the way the 
Metropolitan police may have approached the whole issue 
of hacking. The sooner it is established whether or 
not undue influence was brought to bear upon police 
investigations between December 2005 and January 2011, 
the better.

We are concerned about the level of social

BACKGROUND 


NEWS CORPORATION (NEWS CORP), a global media conglomerate, was founded in 
1979 by current Chairman and Chief Executive Officer, Rupert Murdoch. NEWS CORP, a 
publicly traded company, is headquartered at 1211 Avenue of the Americas, New York, New 
Vork 10036. NEWS CORP is a diversified global media company which owns a variety of 
media properties, including newspaper publishing, cable and satellite television, and films. 
NEWS CORP operates in the United States (US), United Kingdom (UK), Australia, Europe, 
Latin America, and Asia. Its stock is traded on NASDAQ and it qualifies as an issuer the 
Foreign Corrupt Practices Act, 15 U.S.C. $$ 78dd-1, et seg (FCPA). 


According to media reports, NEWS OF THE WORLD employees paid bribes to police 
officers in the UK in exchange for confidential law enforcement information. Furthermore, 
employees of NEWS CORP are also alleged to have been involved in the hacking of phones of 
several high profile members of the British government, the British Royal Family, family 
members of the victims of the July 2005 terror attacks in London, a 13-year old British murder

victim, and victims of the September 11th, 2001 terrorist attacks in the US. The media has also 
reported that NEWS OF THE WORLD employees routinely made payments to police officers 
between 2002 and 2007, which were authorized by the editor of the paper, ANDY COULSON 
(who in March 2010 became the UK Prime Minister's Communications Chief), and totaled more 
than £100,000. 


At least one media report alleges that a former member of the New York City Police 
Department (NYPD) was contacted by NEWS OF THE WORLD journalists who said they 
would pay him to retrieve the private phone records of deceased 9/11 victims. This former 
member of the NYPD, now working as a private investigator, claims NEWS OF THE WORLD 
reporters wanted the victims! phone numbers and details of the calls they had made and received 
in the days leading up to the September 11, 2001 terrorist attacks. 


Based on these allegations, the FBI New York Office (FBINY) opened three (3) 
preliminary investigations into NEWS CORP as follows: 


1. FPCA 


On July 20, 2011, the FBI New York Office (FBINY) received a request from the 
Department of Justice (DOJ) Criminal Division's Fraud Section for FBI investigative 
assistance relative to allegations of criminal violations of the Foreign Corrupt Practices 
Act (FCPA), 15 U.S.C. 88 78dd-1, ef seg., and other statutes in connection with an 
alleged scheme to increase sales of News Corp”s newspapers, including sales of News of 
the World tabloid in the U.K., through the payment of bribes to police officers in 
exchange for confidential information to be used in newspaper stories. The U.S. focus of 
the FCPA investigation is to investigate those individuals who paid bribes, those 
companies whose employees/agents facilitated or paid bribes, and all management that 
were knowledgeable and complicit in the scheme. Reference FBINY case file 205-NY- 
306650. 


2. Public Corruption/Bribery - NYPD 


On July 15, 2011, after discussions with the US Attorney Office, Southern District of 
New York (USAO SDNY), the FBINY opened a Public Corruption (State and Local 
Public Official) preliminary investigation into the media reports alleging the attempted 
bribery of an NYPD officer. Reference FBINY case file 194C-NY-306614. 


3. Phone Hacking
